The new ferry boat for tho Newport 


training station, which is now nearly 
finished on her cradle in the Franklin 
ship house, is one of the 1-ebt boats of 
this class ever built at tbis or any oth- 
er yard. The officials and all others 
who have seen her admit that she is a 
very handsome craft. 


The boat would be an exact dupli- 


cate ot Ferry 132, but that she is two 
ieet longer and not so wide. It is said 
that these two points will be an ad- 
vantage in speed. She will carry a 
Ward boiler of 5,000 pounds and 
a. 


compound engine of handsome type, 
which was also built at this yard. 


Tile new cm ft has cabins forward 


and aft. whose finish speaks highly for 
tho skill of the mechanics of the diff- 
erent departments who did the work. 


Everything connected with the boat 


was constructed at this yard and put 
together here, except the boiler, which 
came from Charleston, W. Va.. wliere 
about all the boileis for such 
small 


craft are turned out. The general work 
on the lerrv gives the impression that 
none better can Le done by any out- 
side (inn or al any other navy yard in 
the country.

The reason there are more bald beads 


among men than women Is that the 
man's bat, with its tightness around 
the head, seriously interferes with the 
circulation of the blood through the 
scalp, thus affecting the nourishment 
of the scalp and hair, says the New 
York Press. The roots of the hair 
need to be exercised to give them 
strength and the scalp exercised to 
keep it elastic and loose. A woman's 
hair is exercised in the dressing. The 
pulling keeps the scalp loose. 


If women should cut their hair and 


wear their hats as tight as men do, 
there Avould be as many bald women 
as men. 
Men should wear light hats 


and wear them no longer than is nec- 
essary, changing the hat's position to 
relieve the pressure and to give the 
fresh air access to the scalp. 


If the hair seems weak, do not cut it 


as closely as you have before. Pull It 
daily to strengthen tbe roots and stim- 
ulate the scalp. 
Wash the hair only 


once a month. The frequent washing 
robs the roots of the required nourish- 
ment. The scalp should receive scrupu- 
lous attention, and if the best bristle 
brushes are used night and morning 
tbe practice not only Avill help to keep 
the hair and scalp clean, but will give 
the friction required for the scalp to 
open the oil glands and nourish the 
roots. 


Jtinse the hair after washing three or 


four times thoroughly, dry and give a 
^un bath. If the hair is naturally dry, 
dip the fingers in pure olive oil for tbe 
luasssige. To promote a healthy condi- 
tion of the hair and prevent baldness 
•ind premature gray ness nothing equals 
massage. 


The moA'ement used in massage for 


the scalp is simple. 1'lace the thumbs 
at the base of the skull and use the 
four fingers of each hand Avith which 
to knead firmly. Push the lingers into 
the scalp forward and at the same time 
in a rotary movement, kneading firmly 
up over the crown of the head and 
from tbe temple in a like manner, cov^ 
'•ring the entire head. All scalp mas- 
sage should be accompanied by good 
tonics.

grains; bay rum, 4 drams; glycerin, 4 
drams; tincture cantharides, 2 drams;

Mix 
aid dissolve and let stand twenty-four 
hours. Then filter. If color is desired, 
uld red saunders. 


For oily hair: Witch hazel, 2 ounces; 


.ilcobol, 2 ounces; distilled water, 1 
mncc; resorcin, 40 grains. Hub well 
Into scalp every night. 


Dandruff: Bay rum, o ounces; Tincture 


i-.intlifirides, 1 ounce; olive oil, 1 ounce. 
For oily hair, add ammonia, 1 ounce. 


Ammonia, soda or borax irritates 


scalps Avitb dandruff and never should 
be used in the shampoo.

After you have nib- 
bed the garment well bang out to dry. 
This Avill not take long, as gasoline 
evaporates very quickly. When dry, 
beat out the sawdust with hickory 
switches or bamboo canes. In packing 
dAvay get a large box and liue with 
tarred felt (tar paper). Then line again 
with newspaper or tissue paper to pre- 
vent-the furs from coming in contact 
with tar paper. Finally, pack furs with 
camphor or tar balls, and. you can rest 
assured it will keep the moths out.

HORSEBAD1SH FARMS 


Distrit of 


Vplies Many Markets. 


Tract of Seven Fields AVIthln the City 


of Trenton Make the 


Jglnce Famous for the I'rod- 


uct—Some Particular*. 


Trenton is world famous for its 


horseradish farms from which prac- 
tically all the ttat.es in the union draw 
their supply. The horseradish district 
is just within the city's corporate lim- 
its in the valley below the Eiver\iew 
cemetery, states theXew York Sun. 


There are seven horseradish fields in 


the tract, ranging:in area from eight to 
fifty acres. The weather figures as a 
factor in.determining the crop, because 
heavy dews aid the development of the 
plant. But the river, or rather the rich, 
coarse sand that flows with it from the 
head of the tide water, is the regulator 
of good and bad horseradish crops. 


A successful horseradish farm must 


be situated where inundations occur. 
The flow of water over the radish bed 
freshens the roots and gives the ground 
that richness and sogginess necessary 
to make it productive of large crops. 
Twice a year, and sometimes more fre- 
quently, the Delaware, as if by instinct, 
creeps across the land that'divides it 
from the radish fields and keeps them 
well watered for a few days at a time. 


Snow, or the water into which it 


melts, ha* no effect on the radish fields. 
The water from snow is too free from 
foreign substances to make it benefi- 
cial. The crop requires the muddy river 
water, containing manure and other 
like ingredient". 


In the insect world there isbnlj- one 


known enemy of the horsedradish, and 
tli!rH"! -yiP'.Tntr It deposit*, eggs on the 
f-prouts and 
yearly destroys large 


crops. 
Innumerable remedies have- 


been applied in an effort to eradicate 
this pest, but it is still doin^ business. 


Men are employed throughout the 


setting out ?ea«oti,to fight the ants and 
remote the harmful werds that grow 
up among the radish plants. The ut- 
most eare is necessary in watching the 
horseradish. 


The preparatory work of raiding 


horseradish begins about March 1. 
The ground is ploughed and the radish 
is planted \ery much as tho potato. It 
grows rapidly and about May 1 a fine 
broad leaf begins to spread about hip

This is called the cedar leaf or winter 


top. and about September it presages 
the approach of the harvesting season. 
When the top of this leaf begins to 
droop and die then \igorous digging be- 
gins. The harvest extends through No- 
vember. 


Xot all of the crop is taken from the 


ground in the fall. 
A considerable 


quantity is allowed to remain so that 
the spring trade may not be ignored. 
The first leaf, or summer top. makes its 
appearance on the radishes just about 
the time that the plowing 
of the 


ground for the fall crop i« started. The 
summer radishes are taken up in the 
early spring, and after bring shipped 
iv'aj' to the buyers their former berths 
in tie ground are soon occupied by 
plants for the fall sales. 


The horseradishes are sold to tbe 


dealers by the ton lond. A good crop 
will bring two tons to the acre, the 
market price for \vhieh is $5 a hundred 
pounds. Some years ago the raisers 


' got $S a hundred, but competition has 
j-Jwid its effect upon the price. 
The 


growth of the radish is not <=o heavy as 
ten years ago, a circumstance which 
the raisers cannot explain.

A LOAF CENTURIES OLD., 


It Wnst Fonnd in n Cavo-Pwclliiig; In 


Arizona nnd 
IN Mow in A 


A notable recent contribution to the 


archaeological museum of tbe Univer- 
sity of Arizona is a loaf of bread found 
in a cave dwelling- in the Superstition 
mountains of central Arizona in 3879, 
ar,d since that tirfte in the possession of 
Herbert Brown, superintendent of the 
territorial pri=on, says a Tuscon re- 
port. 


The loaf is undeniably bread, and 


without doubt is of great age. It was 
found embedded in the ashes wherein 
it was baked probably hundreds or per- 
haps thousands of years ago. It had 
v?ry plainly been wrapped in a cloth or 
mat, 
and the marks of the fiber of the 


cloth are visible in the dark, briek-like 
mass. Mr. Brown is of the opinion that 
the bread was made of mesquite beans, 
roughly ground in meta/rs by 
the 


aboriginal housewives of centuries ago. 


With it was found a /tore of ancient 


sacrificial implement-;,.stone axes and 
arrowheads. The loaf has been steri:- 
ir/ed by the curator of the museum, and 
has been sealed w i t h i n a glass jar.

, The national flower of the Egyptians 
Is the heliotrore, of the Assyrians is 
;the water lily, of the Hindoos is the 
marigold, of the Chinese is the chrys- 
anthemum. We have no national flow- 
er, but there is hardly any flower more 
suggestive to many of us than the for- 
getmcnot. 
AVe all like to be remem- 


bered, and one of our misfortunes is 
that there aro so many things wo can- 
'-not remember. Mnemonics, or the art 
|of assisting memory, is an important 
art. It was first suggested by Simon- 
ides of Ceos ."00 years before Christ. 
Persons who had but little power to re- 
o.'id events or put facts and names and 
•dales in proper processions have through 
this art had their memory re-enforced 
ito an almost incredible extent. A good 
memory is an invaluable possession. 
By all means cultivate it. 
I had an 


aged friend who, detained all night at 
a miserable depot in waiting for a rail 
train fast in the snowbanks, enter- 
tained a group of some ten or fifteen 
clergymen, likewise detained ou their 
way home from a meeting of presby- 
tery, by first with a piece of chalk 
[drawing out on the black and sooty 
walls of the depot the characters of 
AValter Scott's "Maruiion" and then re- 
fit ing from memory the whole of that 
poem of some eighty pages in line 
print. 
My old friend, through groat 


age, lost his memory, and when I ask- 
od him if this story of the railroad do 
pot was true he said, "1 do not remom 
,bor now, bdt it was just like me. 
"Lot me SPO," said he to rne. "Have I 
over scon yon before?" "Yes," I said; 
"you wore my guest last night, and I 
was with yon an hour ago." 
What an 


nwful contrast in that man between 
the greatest memory 1 ever knew and 
no memory at all! 


The Art of FnrercttlnK. 


Hut right along with tills art of roc 


olh'ction, which I cannot too highly 
eulogize, is one quite as important, and | 
'.vet I never heard it applauded. I mean 
the art of forgetting. There is a splen- 
did faculty in that direction that we 
nil need to cultivate. V,'o might through 
that process lie ten times happier and 
more useful than we now are. We 
have been told that forgotfnlnoss is a 
•weakness and might to be avoided by 
'nil possible means. 
Bo far from a 


weakness, my text ascribes it to God. 
It is the very top of omnipotence that 
<Jod is able to obliterate n part of his 
own memory. It' we repent of sin and 
rightly seek the divine forgive/ness, 
the record of the misbehavior is not 
only crossed off the books, but God ac- 
tually lets it pass out of memory. 
"Their sins and their iniquities will I 
remember no more." To remember no 
more is to forget, and you cannot make 
anything else out of it. God's power 
of forgetting is so groat that if two 
mon appeal to him and the one man. 
after a life all right, gets the sins of 
his heart pardoned and the other man, 
after a life of abomination, gets par- 
doned God remembers no more against 
one than against the other. The entire 
past of both tin; moralist, with his im- 
perfections, and the profligate, with 
liis debaucheries, is as much obliter- 
ated in the one case as in the other. 
Forgotten forever and forever. "Their 
sins and their iniquities will 1 remem- 
ber no more." 


This sublime attribute of forgetful- 


ness on the part of God you and 1 
need, in our finite way, to imitate. You 
will do well to cast out of your recol- 
lection nil wrongs done you. During 
the course of one's life he is sure to be 
misrepresented, to be lied about, to be 
injured. 
There are those who keep 


these things fresh by frequent re- 
hearsal. 
If things have appeared in 


print, they keep them in their scrap- 
book, for they cut these precious para- 
graphs out of newspapers or books and 
at leisure times look them over, or they 
have them tied up in bundles or thrust 
in pigeonholes, and they frequently re- 
gale themselves and their friends by 
an inspection of these flings, these sar- 
casms, these falsehools, these cruelties. 
1 have known gentlemen who carried 
them in their pocketbooks, so that they 
could easily get at these irritations, and 
they put their right hand in the inside 
of their coat pocket over their heart 
and say: "Look hero! Let me show 
you something." Scientists catch wasps 
and hornets and poisonous insects and 
transfix them in curiosity bureaus for 
study, and that is well, but these of 
whom I speak catch the wasps and the 
hornets and poisonous insects and play 


The milk 


of human kindness has been curdled. 
They do not believe in anybody or any- 
thing. If they see two people whisper- 
ing, they think it is about themselves. 
If they see two people laughing, they 
iiiink it is about themselves. 
Where 


tfcJre is one sweet pippin in their or- 
chard there are fifty crabapples. They 
have never been able to forget. They 
do not want to forget. They never Vill 
forget. The-ir wretchedness is supreme, 
for no one can be happy if ho carries 
perpetually in mind the mean things 
that have been done him. On the oth- 
er band, you can find here and there a 
man or woman (for there are uot maiiy 
of them) whose disposition is genial 
and summery- 
Why? 
Have they al- 


ways been treated well? Oh, no. Ilard 
things have been said against them. 
They have been charged with officious- 
ness, and thoir generosities have been 
set down to a desire for display, and 
they have many a time been the sub- 
ject of tittle tattle, and they have had 
enough small assaults like gnats and 
enfiugh great attacks like lions to have 
made them perpetually miserable if 
they would have consented to be miser- 
able. But they have had enough di- 
vine philosophy to cast off the annoy- 
ances, and they have kept themselves 
in the sunlight of God's favor and have 
realized that these oppositions and hin- 
drances are n part of a mighty disci- 
pline by v. liich they are to be prepared 
for usefulness and heaven. The secret 
of it all Is they have, by the help of the 
Eternal God, learned how to forget. 


Canceling: Your Debts. 


Another practical thought: When our 


faults are repented of let them ;;o out 
of mind. If God forgets them, wo have 
a right to forget them. Ha\iug once 
repented of our infelicities and misde- 
meanors there is no need of our re- 
pouting of them again. Suppose I owe 
you a large sum of money, awl you are 
persuaded I am incapacitated to pay 
and you give me acquittal i'roru that 
obligation. 
You say: "I cancel that 


debt. 
All is right now. Start again." 


And (he next day I come in and say: 
"You 
Know about that big debt I owe 


you. I have come in to get you to let 
me oil'. I feel so bad about it 1 cannot 
re.st. Do lot me oil." You reply with a 
l i t t l e impatience: 
"I did let you oft'. 


Don't bother jourself and bother me 
\\ ith nny more of that discussion." The 
following day I come in and say: "My 
dear sir, about that debt— 1 can never 
;,ot oxer the f."Ct that I owe you that 
money. It If something that weighs on 
my minj like a millstone. Do forgive 
me that debt." 'ibis time you clear 
lose your patience and say: "You aro 
a nuisance. What <Io you mean by this 
reiteration of that ariairV I am almost 
sorry I for.^ne you that debt. Do you 
doubt my veracity or do you not under- 
stand the plain language in which I 
told you that debt was canceled?" 
Well, my friends, tluro are many 
Christians guilty of worse folly than 
that. While it is right that they re 
pent of now sins and of recent sins, 
what it, the use of bothering yours.elf 
and insulting God by asking him to 
forgive sins that long ago wort for- 
•'iven? God has forgotten them 
Why 


<!o jon not forgot them? No; yni dras 
the load on with you, and ;!(!3 times 
3 ear, if you pray every day, you ask 
God to recall occurrences which he has 
not only forgiven, but forgotten. 


Quit this foliy. I do not ask you loss 


to realize the turpitude of sin, but I ask 
you to a Higher faith in the promise of 
God and the full deliverance of his 
morcy. He does not give a receipt for 
part payment or so much recehod on 
account, but receipt in full, God hav- 
ing for Christ's sake decreed "your sins 
and your iniquities will I remember no 
more." As far as possible lot the dis- 
agreeables of life drop. 
We have 


enough things in the present, and there 
will be enough in the future, to dis- 
turb us without running a special train 
into the great Goneby to fetch us as 
special freight 
things left 
behind. 


Years ago, when there was a great 
railroad strike, I remember seeing all 
along the route from Omaha, to Chi- 
cago and from Chicago to New York 
hundreds and thousands of freight cars 
switched on the sidetracks, those cars 
loaded with nil kinds of perishable ma- 
terial, decaying and wasting1. 
After 


the strike was over did the railroad 
companies bring all that perished ma- 
terial down to the markets? Xo; they 
threw it off where it was destroyed and 
loaded up with something else. Let the 
long train of your thoughts throw off 
the worse than useless freight of a 
corrupt and destroyed past and load 
up with gratitude and faith and holy 
determination. We do not please God 
by the cultivation of the miserable. 
He would rather see us happy than to 
see us depressed. You would rather see 
your children laugh than to sec them 
cry, and your Heavenly Father has no 
fondness for hysterics. 


O(licr» to Forget. 


Xot only forget your pardoned trans- 


gressions. but allow others to forget 
them. 
The chief stock on hand of 


some people is to recount in prayer 
meetings and pulpits what big scoun- 
drels they once wore. They not only 


and vnfit for Christian service be- 
cause I had done none of those things 
which seemed to be, in the estimation 
of many, necessary for Christian use- 
fulness, for I never swore a word or 
ever got drunk or went to compromis- 
ing places or was guilty of assault and 
battery or ever uttered a slanderous 
word or ever did any one a hurt, al- 
though I knew my heart was sinful 
enough, and I said to myself, "There 
is no use of 'my trying to do any good, 
for I never went through these de- 
praved experiences."

The drnor regales himself on 


what he bcltevcs to be Maryland's 
choicest disifc 
Instead he is merely 


eating fresh water turtles, "sliders" or 
"North Carolina goldens." 


The reason Is simple. Restaurateurs 


don't serve real diamond backs be- 
cau^o they can't got them. The world's 
total terrapin population does not ex- 
ceed 2.".000 of lognl fixe, and those arc 
confined to the shores of the Chesa- 
peake bay, the only place that produces 
them. 


P.allimore, Philadelphia and 
New 


York enjoy a monopoly. Those three 
cities got practically the entire output, 
but fow over find their way across the 
Blue Itldge. The epicure unfortunate 
enough to be born in Chicago or St. 
I.ouls must olthor come east or forego 
the joys of terrapin. 


To select a real diamond back ama- 


teurs should lw gnliled by those distin- 
guishing and characteristic markings: 


It is of a greenish, dark olive color, 


sometimes running to spotted gray, 
yellow on the pinto which surrounds 
the shell nnd has concentric' dark 
stripes along the pinto on both shells. 
The sides of the head are a dirty white, 
sprinkled with small black spots.
